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although remission and imposition of taxes, in the broad sense of 
the words, are conspicuously absent from Mr, Gladstone's caleu- 
lations, and although within a space that might be measured 
by hours the income tax and tea and sugar duties were reim- 
posed, the speech in which the disclosures of the Government 
were made was eminently suggestive, The facts on which 
the financial system of the year are based are, notwithstanding 
their simplicity, interesting and worth recalling to recollection, 
even after an interval of some days, In order to comprehend 
the exact nature of the financial situation, a comparision of 
revenue and expenditure, as they existed last year, and as they are 
estimated for that which is to come, is indispensable, In the 
last year—that is in the twelve months between April, 1861, and 
April, 1862—the occurrence of more than one event which, if 
not wholly unanticipated, was yet not actually provided against, 
caused an excess of expenditure over estimate ; and whereas 
it was calculated that the public expenses would amount to 
£69,875,000, they really reached £70,878,000, For most of this 
difference the exigency arising out of the affair of the Trent 
was responsible, How, then, did the revenue behave, and to 
what extent was it influenced by the action of a tentative 
Budget last year, in which remission of taxation was dealt with 
boldly ; and in what manner did the resources of the country 
respond to the experiments which had been made upon them, 
and how did they face the dangers and difficulties of diminished 
trade at least in one quarter of the world, and the consequent 
decrease in industrial employment, a serious element in reference 
to one of our main branches of public income—the Excise? 
The answer is to be found in a comparison between the receipts 
of last year and that of the previous one, which only showed a 
falling off of £609,000. But, in point of fact, when the 
remission of taxation, the positive loss to the revenue within 
the last quarter of the year, arising from the abolition of the 





paper duty and the reduction of the percentage of the income | 


tax, which, with other causes, amounted to no less than 
£2,639,000, are taken into review, it would appear that, so far 
from the yield of the remaining sources of receipt having fallen 
off, they actually increased by no less a sum than £1,828,000, The 
vaunted elasticity of the resources of this country has admirably 
sustained its character under circumstances of no ordinary trial, 

In regarding this specialty of what may be called our national

With a pardonable desire 
not to allow any Budget of his to be wholly and entirely 
unmarked by reduction of impost, Mr, Gladstone has exercised 
his elephantine quality of touch in its minute property, by 
proposing a diminution of the duty on playing cards, So much 
for the practical, positive, and fact-and-figure part of the 
financial statement, 

But it had another and a very serious phase. When he had 
disposed of the immediate business with which he had to do, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, who, while he is the instrument 
of providing the means of large public expenditure, never fails 
to declare that he is a reluctant, an unwilling, and a protesting 
agent, deemed it his duty to utter a word of warning, and to 
draw a picture of the financial future of this country. He did not 
conceal that which all thinking men amongst us must feel, that it 
is in next year that the pinch will come upon us, if it comes at all. 
It would be idle to ignore the signs which indicate that unless 
some great change occurs in the state of things in America, and 
there is an immense mutation in reference to the supply of a 
staple material of our manufactures, the results must be detri- 
mental to those resources of revenue now reduced to a minimum 
number which depend on consumption and income, Out of 
dormant industry and contracted commerce no genius can 
conjure large returns of revenue, We are solemnly told that 
our extraordinary means of meeting exceptional expenditure, 
which have hitherto been found in balances in the Exchequer, 
repayment of debts, indemnity moneys, and other mysterious 
items of Treasury expedients for dealing with emergencies, are 
utterly exhausted, and that henceforth we can only depend 
on the taxes which are collected to meet our expen- 
diture, Into the causes of the vast increase in our ex- 
penditure within the last few years it is not necessary to enter 
beyond saying that they have been the result partly of national 
expansion, partly of a sort of international race which seems to 


have been entered into by all the countries of the world in the 


fertility at the present moment, it is necessary to look at the | 


altered condition of our trade with the States of America, It 
is a sorry but an undoubted fact that since the time when the 
internecine contest in the once United States commenced our ex- 
ports to that country have sunk from £21,667,000 to £9,058,000, 
being a difference of no less than £12,609,000 ; and when to 
this is added the depression arising from a deficient supply of 
cotton, and the necessary consequences of aharvest which, though 
good in quality, was deficient in quantity, it does seem little 
less than a marvel that the actual increase in the returns of the 
revenue should have been nearly two millions, Happily, 
the wisdom which two years ago dictated an arrange- 
ment which gave a new direction, or, at least, a 
vast stimulus, to our trade with France, has borne its 
fruits at a time when a great calamity in the Western 
Hemisphere had reacted on our commercial position, It 
is a notable and a loud-speaking fact that whereas in 1859-60 
our exports to France were, in a certain period, of the value of 
£2,190,000, in a corresponding period in 1861-2 they amounted 
to £6,910,000, Strangely enough, but with an agreeable 
strangeness, even the amount of ourexports to America improved 
in the latter part of 1861; the value being £1,253,000 in 
January of this year, as compared with £483,000 in September 
last, Although there was a decrease in the receipts of the 
Customs duties in the last quarter of 1861, yet on the whole 
year there had been an increase, and that was also the case with 
the other duties, except the Excise, in which there was a small 
decrease in the year. 

In such a state of things it was the business of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer to show how he proposed to meet tie financial 
eventualities of the present year, The publication of all the 
estimates and the passing of some of them through the House of 
Commons had made known to the public that the proposed 
expenditme for the coming year was £70,140,000, To meet this 


the estimate of revenue from all sources has been placed at | 


£70,190,000, leaving a nominal surplus of £150,000, According 
to the abstract ideas of Ministers of Finance this is a 
dréary and unsafe condition, A surplus is indispensable to the 
good name of the manager of our receipts and expenditure, and 
some little courage was required to make a stand on so thin a 
financial platform as a quasi sum of £150,000 to credit. The 
question of remission of imposts was thus, of course, disposed 
of, and it remained to consider whether additions should be 
made to the burdens of the people in order that a pleasant 
sound might go forth of an overplus of revenue as compared 
with expenditure, It is hardly worth while for taxpayers to 
pay hard cash for a mere titillation of their ears ; and, besides,

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Except the Budget, of which we have elsewhere spoken, 
there has been little before our Congress, Mr, Denman made 
an effective speech in favour of the Poles, and urged upon the 
Government the duty of advocating the interests of that nafion 
with the Emperor ; but Lord Palmerston, fully admitting the 
merits and the wrongs of the Poles, recommended them to be 
tranquil, for that the reforms which the Emperor was effecting 
among his own subjects must react to the advantage of 
Poland, It is practical and wise counsel, but not acceptable 
to those whose lives are wearing out in slavery, and who find 
small consolation in the maxim that a nation never dies, Mr, 
Layard has explained that it never was our intention to inter- 
fere in the internal affairs of Mexico; and that our contingent, 
having executed the services which it was intended to perform, 
and which, we presume, may be regarded as the having attended 
on the coast to give formal countenance to the expedition, has 
been re-embarked. 

But there has been one remarkable exception to the unin- 

teresting character of the debates, and that was at the end of 
last week, The answers which the Government had previously 
made upon the subject of the iron-clad ships had been some- 
what reticent, and one of them, Sir George Lewis's, was de- 
cidedly unsatisfactory. The Duke of Somerset, in reply to Lord 
Hardwicke, was more demonstrative ; and his statement that we 
should have four iron vessels ready in August, and that six more 
were in band, was well received. But it was felt that on the most 
important question of the day, a subject which deserves and 
obtains more attention among really thinking men than anything 
since the week before Waterloo, the Government had not said 
enough, nor had the right man spoken, On the Friday 
night the Premier came to the House, and, Mr. Bernal 
Osborne having been put up to deliver himself, as he did 
very satisfactorily, of the sentiments of the people upon the 
topic, Lord Palmerston announced that the Government thought 
and felt with the people that the wonderfully effective invention 
of Captain Coles was fully appreciated, and that the decision of 
the Ministry had been to discontinue the building of the forts, 
upon which there had been so much diversity of opinion, 
and to apply the money intended for that purpose to the 
immediate construction of floating defences. This state- 
ment gave the utmost satisfaction, and we may add that 
it was no unwise step on the part of the head of the 
Government to take this legitimate opportanity of adding 
some popularity to the account of his Administration. Just now 
there is a curious feeling abroad, not that the Government 
ought to be less safe, but that, somehow, it is ; and the incessant 
allegations by a portion of the Opposition that they are nume- 
rically stronger than the Liberals certainly require some prac- 
tical refutation—not, perhaps, a trial of strength, but a 
manifestation of solidity. On the whole, the floating defences 
will help to defend something else beside our coasts. 
We ought to remark that in reference to both the Nelson and 
the Wellington monuments questions have been put in the House 
of Commons, and unsatisfactory answers have been received. As 
regards the former, it has been stated that the eminent painter 
who has undertaken to execute the lions for the base is still 
studying the habits of those animals in Regent’s Park; and that 
the sculptor to whom a design for the St, Paul’s memorial has 
been confided is still educating himself for the work, whatever 
that process may mean, What does Mr. Cowper think of trying 
the examination test, and seeing how far these Government 
pupils in art are improving, half-year after half-year? We make 
no doubt that, as the holiday letters say, the progress they are 
making in every branch will afford their friends much satis- 
faction—only, we should like to know. 

New experiments have been tried upon the armour-casing of 
the Warrior—that is to say, upon a target constructed on the 
same principle, and representing a side of the ship.
